“HID WITH CHRIST IN GOD”

HERE I stood. The impossible had been 

accomplished! I had traversed the mys- 
tical distance to the fascinating spot of my 
youthful imaginings. The Swiss Hospice 
of Saint Bernard, nestled on an Alpine 
crest, was over my shoulder to the left, 
while before me beyond the Italian frontier 
lay the picturesque Valley of Aosta in all 
of its complacent beauty. 

As a boy I had had a picture of a St. Ber- 
nard dog, noble and patient in his minis- 
trations to travelers suffering from the 
cold of the Alpine passes, for the picture 
told of the reviving wine and nourishing 
food he carried at the command of the good 
monks of the Hospice destined for the res- 
toration of the perishing. 

The Swiss Alps, the Hospice of Saint 
Bernard, the monks, and the wonderful dogs 
had become enshrined in my imagination as 
the enchantments beyond impassable dis- 
tance. “Beyond the Alps lies Italy” had 
seemed in my boyhood still farther from 
possible realization; and yet, there I stood 
in the shadow of the famous Hospice, and 
in the sunlight, along the pathway of the 
ruthless Hannibal, Italy lay before me, se- 
rene and lovely. 

As I looked down that charming valley, 
my mind’s-eye penetrated beyond the hori- 
zon tints of Italian blue, for through the 
Vista of History I saw the embattled le- 
gions of Rome as they tramped the streets 
of the Eternal City, and my ears were at- 
tuned to the echoes of the scathing elo- 
quence of Cicero hurled at the inept Cati- 
line in the imperial forum. Before me 
came the ambitious struggles of the great 
warriors, the ruthlessness, the hate, and the 
greed of the relentless Triumvirate, the 
cruelty and inhumanity of Caesar and Pom- 
pey and Crassus, each having brought a 
welter of blood and burden of sorrow to 
weigh down his fellow-man until each had 
entered into the Great Silence, all the bad 
he did not soon forgot, for the good he 
did remembered not. 

“What a travesty of the wisdom of man,” 
thought I, “for him to drench his pathway

6s\ OUR life is hid with Christ in God.” 
Colossians 3:3. 


These are trying days in which we are 
living. The “perilous times” are here. 
Everywhere there are broken hearts, tear- 
stained faces and crushed lives. Multitudes 
have found that the arm of flesh has given 
way and now they are left without hope. 
Their dreams and ideals have been shat- 
tered. A prominent business man told me 
the other day that his fortune, which it re- 
quired fourteen years to build up, has been 
swept completely away in less than a year. 
Hundreds of men of wealth have committed 
suicide as they have seen their possessions 
snatched from them by the depression. 
Money had been their god and when their 
idol perished they were utterly helpless. 


But what an opportunity this situation 
offers to Christians! What a challenge for 
us to demonstrate the peace of God in the 
time of storm! What an opportunity to 
trust God through prayer, and show forth 
the kind of victory which will make others 
hungry for our brand of religion! What an 
opportunity to prove to the world that our 
God lives and keeps in “perfect peace” the 
heart that is stayed in Him! Suffering and 
trial destroys sham, removes fickle stan- 
dards of living and gets people down to the 
stern, stubborn, bed-rock realities of life. 


It is in a time like this that we must 
have an anchor. We are passing through a 
storm. The waves are beating high. 
There is wreckage everywhere. We sing, 
“J have an anchor that keeps the soul, 
steadfast and sure while the billows roll”— 
all right, let’s put the anchor into use. 


Nominal, semi-worldly Christianity will 
not meet present needs. A mere doctrinal 
statement, lip worship, or “a form of godli- 
ness,” will not take the soul through the 
period of testing that we are now experi- 
encing. Our relationship with God must 
be vital and experiential. Old-time preach- 
ers used to have much to say about EX- 
PERIENCE. “How is you experience?” 
—they would ask. And that is the ques- 
tion for the present hour! Only a living 
experience can give anchor and stability to 
the soul. Listen, there is a place to reach in 
God where no matter what storm hits your 
life, you can get above it. The Christ Who 
spoke “Peace” to the troubled waters can 


speak peace to your troubled soul. But you 
must consecrate unreservedly to Him, hold 
back nothing, make a complete surrender, 
give Him the throne-room of your soul, let 
there be nothing between you and Him, no 
secret sin, no carnal desires, no worldly 
pleasures,—“Let go and let God.” 


Vital Christianity goes beyond the head 
and enters the realm of the heart. People 
live in their hearts, not their heads. You 
live where your heart is. An old colored 
preacher once said, “If yon all ain’t got 
religion below yo’ collar-button you all ain’t 
got ’de right kind of religion.” 


“Out of the heart are the issues of life.” 
The core of human personality is in the 
heart-center. This center is spirit. You 
are a spirit; you do not have a spirit—you 
are a spirit and ype have a body. Should 
Jesus tarry it will not be a great while at 
best until your physical body will pass away 
to dust, but even then you will retain your 
personality because you are spirit. Fifty 
million years from today you will be alive 
and conscious somewhere with adjustment 
to some kind of environment. We need to 
grip firmly, the absolute reality of things 
spiritual. We live so much in the flesh that 
there is a tendency to regard spiritual 
values as being mere vapor and mystery. 
But about the first five minutes after death 
we are going to learn that the only things 
in life that have actually counted have been 
the spiritual values! 


Through supernatural regeneration the 
Holy Spirit blends into union with the hu- 
man heart-center, producing that glorious 
experience called the new birth. The indi- 
vidual thus experiences inner cleansing, il- 
lumination and spiritual anointing. His 
old nature is transformed as the new life 
surges through him, entering first his 
spirit which is the core of personality, then 
moving outward through soul and body. 
Christianity then, is not our goodness or 
any human effort or virtue. Christianity is 
Christ formed within, living an over-coming 
victorious life out through our natures. We 
are thus linked to Him, not by creed, intel- 
lectual belief or “good works”’—but by 
LIFE. His life indwelling us to the point 
of realization where we KNOW Him as a 
reality is the EXPERIENCE that anchors 
the soul in time of storm. “Christ in you

At 
3% interest since the Emancipation this 
raises the figure to $11,332,070,000.00. De 
Priest demands that the United States “pay 
up,” but other congressmen refuse to take 
his bill seriously.

BACK IN 1363 King Edward III estab- 
lished a custom of giving money to worthy 
old people of the Westminster Parish, in 
commemoration of Jesus’ washing the feet 
of His disciples. The occasion is called 
Maundy Thursday. This year, late in 
March, King George and Queen Mary re- 
vived the custom. To Westminster Abbey 
they went to give 67 purses containing 67 
specially minted silver coins each, to 67 de- 
serving shy but thankful, old people. In 
the Vatican Pope Pius observed Maundy 
Thursday by washing the feet of twelve 
priests.

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How Evolution Came Into Our Schools and Colleges

For want of a nail a shoe was lost, 

For want of a shoe a horse was lost, 

For want of a horse the rider was lost, 
For want of the rider the battle was lost, 
For want of the battle a kingdom was lost, 
And all for the want of a horse-shoe nail. 


REAT events ofttimes arise from small be- 

ginnings. An infide! teacher for a little 
boy caused a World War and changed the 
destiny of nations. 

Thinking men and women of today are view- 
ing with alarm the results of modern educa- 
tion as seen in the products of one of the most 
wonderful school systems the world has ever 
known. With splendidly equipped elementary 
schools, a fine high school system, and schol- 
arly universities, why are young students com- 
ing out from them to become clever gangsters 
and expert criminals disregarding all codes of 
morality and decency? While this is true of 
only part yet the tendency is there and is 
growing to such an extent that we must recog- 
nize in it an alarming menace indicative of 
the failure of education in material things 
alone to achieve the results hoped for it. 

To understand the reason for such a situa- 
tion we must go back many years. The be- 
ginning of the sixteenth century found Ger- 
many ruled by the Roman Catholic church, and 
the people in dense ignorance of the Word of 
God. The preaching of Martin Luther re- 
stored the Bible to the people and led them to 
be for many years a God fearing and God 
loving people. 

In January, 1712, a child was born in the 
royal palace at Berlin, the capital of the weak 
but growing kingdom of Prussia. The father of this child was the 
vicious and almost insane Frederick William I, whose terrible tem- 
per was most often vented upon his own children. The prince 
royal was placed at an early age under a French tutor, to the 
neglect of an education in his own language and religion. He 
learned French literature and came to love most the writings of 
the agnostic Voltaire. Macauley has said that had Frederick 
been able to read Homer and Milton, Sophocles and Shakespeare, 
he would have known that there were heights of eloquence in 
literature which Voltaire could never reach. But he had no 
chance to learn real literary excellence and his adoration was 
given to Voltaire through the formative years of his life, and thus 
generations unborn were to suffer because of the mad whim of an 
insane king. 

When Frederick came to the throne to become known in history 
as Frederick the Great, he ruled with a strong hand. Vicious like 
his father, he showed much greater power. He strengthened the 
kingdom, helped the poor, and organized the army into a powerful 
military unit with which he broadened the Prussian domain. 
Throughout his life he was a student of Voltaire and other scepti- 
cal writers, and placed before the people of Germany various heath- 
en philosophies as a standard of learning and culture. His suc- 
cessors followed his steps and encouraged men like Bruno and 
Strauss, who questioned the genuineness and historical accuracy of 
the Bible. They listened to Nietzsche whose monstrous philosophy 
led to the ideal of the Super-Man. They eagerly acclaimed the 
theories of Darwin and his colleagues as the greatest discoveries 
of the age, and the theory of Evolution was accepted by the univer- 
sities and taught as fact. 

When the grandfather of the late Kaiser came to the throne 

Bismarck was made prime minister. Together they dreamed of the 
extension of German power and culture to the other nations of the 
world. The universities of Germany were extolled. Emissaries 
were sent out to all countries for the purpose of making the Ger- 
man language, thought, and influence the peak of ambition for stu- 
dents, until it was generally accepted that an education was not 
complete without a course of study in some great German univer- 
sity. 
. Kaiser Wilhelm ascended the throne to carry on the policies of 
his predecessors until the world was plunged into the awful holo- 
caust of the Great War, which cost the lives of millions, and which 
carried all nations into dreadful bankruptcy and distress, so that 
today men’s hearts are failing them for fear of the things which 
are coming upon the earth. 

But far worse than war with its fearful cost has been the effect 
of the rationalistic teaching thrust upon humanity through the in- 
fluence of this false culture. So vast a multitude has been wrecked 
in faith that only eternity can reveal the awfulness of this diabolic 
power which was spewed out of the very maw of Hell. Like a gi- 
gantic octopus its slimy fingers have reached around the world,

carrying the poison of its venomous influence 
not only into state schools and _ universities, 
but into church colleges founded by sacrificial 
Christian people that their children might have 
Christian education. It has even reached into 
the lower grades to distort the minds of tiny 
children just starting into school. No child is 
safe from its contaminating influence. 
Through its machinations the teaching of 
the Bible is excluded from the public schools 
and scant credit allowed on the study of it even 
in church colleges. The greatest Book in the 
world; the Book which has had more influence 
over mankind than any other, yet tabooed in 
the public schools which owe their very exist- 
ence to its influence! The student is required 
to know something of heathen philosophy and 
“science falsely so called” before he can re- 
ceive a degree. Then with his mind filled with 
such slush he is turned loose to be an instruc- 
tor in church and public schools, to corrupt the 
minds of still younger pupils. 
_ A few years ago the writer, while conduct- 
ing an evangelistic meeting in an eastern city, 
was shocked to learn that a young man, prin- 
cipal of the grade schools was teaching the 
younger grades the theory of Evolution. He 
came to the meeting and made a scene by in- 
terrupting the speaker with insulting ques- 
tions. The parents were awakened to the 
danger with the result that the young man 
was not hired for the next year. Thus it 
should be in every community, and thus it will 
be when parents are aroused to the awfulness 
of exposing their children to this dread disease. 
W. J. Bryan well said, “They are robbing our boys and girls of 
spiritual life; a professor cannot cram enough intelligence into a 
boy’s brain to offset the shrinkage of his heart when he takes 
God out.” 

This pernicious teaching has robbed thousands upon thousands 
of young people of that which alone can hold them steady and 
upright in the face of the crises of life. Some of them have 
gone out into the world of business and politics, with conscience 
seared, to plunder their fellow men by their graft and political 
intrigue, until the wealth of the world has gotten into the hands of 
the few, while starvation stares multitudes in the face, and count- 
less others are driven into a life of crime. One goes into a bank 
with a gun and steals a few hundred dollars. He is counted as a 
criminal. Another takes a position in the same bank as cashier, 
manipulates the funds until thousands of dollars have disappeared, 
and he is hailed as a genius of high finance. Both are criminals, 
and both may have been robbed of their honesty by a Doctor of 
Philosophy who taught them the doctrine of the Survival of the 
Fittest and a materialistic idea of life. I have more respect for the 
man who in a moment of passion commits a murder than I have for 
the instructor who is paid a salary to teach our children how to be 
useful citizens, and betrays that trust by undermining their char- 
acters by the subtle teaching that they are merely products of 
blind Evolution robbing them of faith in God, murdering their souls 
and destroying their chance for eternal life as a child of God. 

Without the principles of the Bible and the teaching of Christ 
no one can raise himself above the selfishness and degradation of 
sin. The only education that will build real character that will 
withstand crime, abolish poverty, and bring peace to the world is 
Christian education. When men have a sincere belief in Jesus as 
the divine Son of God and the Redeemer of lost humanity their 
hearts are filled with love for God and man. The love of Christ 
instilled into the educational institutions of today would counteract 
the evils so easily seen, and tomorrow the young people would be 
going forth as veritable sons of God to attack the problems of the 
world and to solve them because they recognize Him as a heavenly 
Father and act as His children rather than as evolved brutes. 

I have often wondered what would have been the history of the 
world had Frederick the Great been instructed concerning the deity 
of Christ and ‘accepted salvation through the grace of a loving 
Heavenly Father. 

We who are now living cannot change history, but we can make 
history by rebuking the false teaching and upholding a divine 
Saviour. It is time for parents to awaken to the awful danger 
that confronts their children. It is time for the churches to banish 
from their pulpits the preachers who do not believe that Jesus is 
the Christ, and that the world is lost without Him, and that the in- 
dividual soul has not one ray of hope penetrating the awful gloom 
that overshadows him if he does not accept Christ as a personal 
Saviour and bend his life in submission to His will.

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VIOLENCE FILLED THE EARTH

“The earth is filled with violence.” Gene- 
sis 6:13. “But as the days of Noah were, 
so Shall also the coming of the Son of man 
be.” Matthew 24:37. 

History Moves in Cycles 

The Bible tells us very little about Noah 
and yet sufficient is recorded to convey a 
general understanding of the man, his deeds 
and the general conditions which existed 
when he was on earth. Jesus in referring 
to the period which preceded the Deluge in- 
troduces the great truth so well known to 
historians, that history repeats itself. A 
careful examination of the Genesis story 
will disclose the interesting fact that the 
outstanding events which characterized 
Noah’s day are in exact parallel with con- 
ditions as we observe them at the present 
time. Many interesting lines of thought 
might be followed out from this starting 
point but our attention is focused now upon 
one word—VIOLENCE. Yes, violence there 
has always been but as it was intensified in 
Noah’s day, so also shall it be intensified in 
the period just preceding the second coming 
of Christ. 

Consider how cheap human life is today! 
Contemplate the unbroken crime-waves 
which have characterized the last decade! 
Think about how much blood flowed during 
the World War! Compare conditions now 
with what they were before the War! Ob- 
serve the lawlessness of the hour in which 
we live! Get a map of the world; visit with 
your mind’s eye every nation under the shin- 
ing Sun and you will be surprised at how 
few are enjoying peace! There is scarcely 
a spot in the world that is not seething with 
war, anarchy, intensified crime, revolution 
and moral and economic collapse. I submit 
that this condition is prophetically signifi- 
cant. “The earth is filled with violence” 
and “As the days of Noah were, so shall 
also the coming of the Son of man be.” 


A New Machine 

Since taking up my pen to prepare this 
message there has come to my attention a 
front-page newspaper clipping which fair- 
ly staggers the imagination. It is an As- 
sociated Press report from Washington, D. 
C. and it bears the following heading, “In- 
ventor of Super War Weapon asks Secret 
Inquiry Into Claims.” We read, “Fearful 
lest a valuable military secret might fall 
into the hands of a foreign Power, Senator 
Frazier today proposed setting up a secret 
commission to pass upon a purported deadly 
weapon of destruction. . . He (the inventor) 
said existing methods of warfare, such as 
heavy-armored battle-ships, would be of no 
avail against the weapon, which would place 
its possessor in undisputed command of 
military affairs.” 

This new instrument of destruction has 
been invented by Lester P. Barlow of Stam- 
ford, Conn., who is noted for previous in- 
ventions of war devices including a power- 
ful bomb. He claims that the present ma- 
chine would destroy either by explosion or 
fire cities or forces a thousand miles away 
and would require few men to operate. He 


refused absolutely to divulge any inkling of 
its nature but informed government offi- 
cials that he would be glad to demonstrate 
it on his own terms. 


His first demand was 


absolute secrecy. Second, that there be two 
engineers on the commission to watch his 
experiments. Third, that the meetings be 
held in a guarded room in the Capitol at 
Washington. It is announced that from 
now on, mystery will surround the investi- 
gation, leading us to suppose that our gov- 
ernment will avail itself of the opportunity 
offered by Barlow to get possession of the 
invention before it can be offered for sale 
to any other nation. 

Scientific brains are employing the most 
ingenious methods in creating new instru- 
ments of destruction. Powerful thought- 
currents emanating from demon sources are 
being tapped. Air machines, poison gases, 
electrical devices, radio forces and death 
rays are holding the attention of states- 
men everywhere as they think of the inevit- 
able World War which is coming. The only 
word to describe the future war is Arma- 
geddon. Mussolini has advised the ultimate 
destruction of war ships and submarines 
and has even minimized the importance of 
airplanes saying that the next war will be 
fought largely with death rays. The book 
of Revelation predicts that the coming 
world Dictator, Antichrist, will possess a 
powerful ray; he is pictured as bringing fire 
down from the heavens. Put such a super- 
human instrument of death in the hands of 
such a man as Mussolini and he could bring 
the whole world under his control. Such a 
Man is coming! 

United States Getting Ready 

On April 2nd, a nationally read secular 
magazine spread these words in glaring 
head-lines across its opening page, “ALL IS 
PLANNED FOR THE NEXT BIG WAR.” 
We read, “It has been said that when France 
declared war against Germany in 1870 
Bismarck, who had fostered the breach, 


‘merely reached for an envelope in a certain 


filing cabinet, sent it to the chief of staff, 
and at once the great Germany military ma- 
chine went into smooth and definite action. 
Everything had been anticipated; every- 
thing had been provided for. Such, in a 
way, is the purpose of a plan just reported 
by the War Policies Commission of our gov- 
ernment, but its provisions are not aimed at 
any particular enemy.” 

The purpose of the War Policies Commis- 
sion, the chairman of which is Secretary of 
War Hurley, seems to be to regulate and 
discipline the American people and prepare 
for the coming struggle. The Commission 
started to work quietly, avoiding publicity 
as much as possible, after Congress ap- 
proved the resolution in June 1930 which 
brought it into existence. Congress in- 
structed it to find methods for “equalizing 
the burdens and to remove the profits of 
war, together with a study of policies to be 
pursued in event of war.” In order to cur- 
tail profiteering during the next war the 
Commission recommends, among other 
things, that a tax of 95 per cent of all prof- 
its be placed on war products. We are told 
that a plan has thus been made ready for 
instant legislation when needed. 

A Voice From England 

From England there has come a word of 
warning to the United States during the last 
few weeks. The voice which spoke was that 


of Commander J. M. Kenworthy of the 
British air forces. He said, “While Britain 
and the United States spend vast sums on 
the older military and naval weapons, their 
cities are open to air attack. And air 
power will certainly decide the next war. 
Those who believe the United States cannot 
be attacked from the air are ignorant of the 
great strides made in the technique of mili- 
tary flying. And we are only in the begin- 
ning of the air age.” 
Russia Is Preparing 

And now we will turn our attention brief- 
ly to the revolutionary spirit which is be- 
ing kindled by Communism in all parts of 
the world. But first let us glance at 
Russia, the nation which has taken the Com- 
munistic principle as the foundation of her 
national life. Anything could explode on a 
moment’s notice between Japan and Russia 
along the Manchurian front. Arthur Bris- 
bane the well known news writer says, “Be- 
fore mixing in a fight with Russia it would 
be well for the intelligent Japanese to read 
again the history of the French revolution 
and revolutionary armies that walked all 
over Europe and made kings look ridiculous. 
There is great power in the spirit of revolu- 
tion, much as we deplore its existence. 
Russia possesses now the greatest army in 
the world, many airplanes, many well 
trained pilots, and, roused to anger, might 
make the Mikado feel about Russia as 
young Bonaparte made the Austrian Em- 
peror feel about France.” 

World Revolution 

The idea of precipitating internal revolu- 
tions among all nations first took definite 
form in the minds of two apostate Jews, 
Karl Marx and Friedrich Engels and in 1848 
they published their “Manifesto of the Com- 
munistic Party.” This document is the 
Koran of modern Communism and Marx has 
gone down in history as the father of the 
movement. Lenin, Trotsky, Stalin and oth- 
er more recent leaders all mastered the 
writings of Marx. The concluding para- 
graph of the 1848 Manifesto was as follows, 
“Communists scorn to hide their views and 
aims. They openly declare that their pur- 
pose can only be achieved by the forcible 
overthrow of the whole extant social order. 
Let the ruling classes tremble at the pros- 
pect of a communist revolution. Proletar- 
ians have nothing to lose but their chains. 
They have a world to win. Proletarians of 
all lands, unite.” The First International 
of the party was called by Marx in London

6e"THE Great Life” is a high ideal. It 

takes all there is of us to realize it. 
But only as we pour out the whole of life 
into living the Great Life do we come to the 
realization and development of all our pow- 
ers and possibilities. 

Just how much the realization of this 
precious ideal means to our Father is seen 
in the wonderful provisions He has made to 
assist us. Among these are prayer, His 
Word, Christian homes and churches, fine 
friendships, the inspirations of biography 
and the beauties of literature. 

The greatest of all our inspirations is 
Friendship with Jesus. This unbroken fel- 
lowship is O so precious. This is the Fa- 
ther’s greatest joy. His relations with Jesus 
are beautiful. How Jesus reveres His 
Father! How the Father loves His Son! 
Here is supreme fellowship. 

Just think, the Father has such an inter- 
est in us and is so deepiv solicitous that 
we come to the fullness of ihe Great Life, 
that He has given to us the blessed possi- 
bility of Fellowship with Jesus. 

So determined is the Father that we shall 
experience all the wealth of this unbroken 
fellowship, He has given to us the Music 
Master—the Blessed Holy Spirit. He is the 
Master of the Harp of a Thousand Strings. 

How unstrung and out of tune were the 
lives of Jesus’ followers during His earthly 
ministry.

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THE LITTLE ISLE OF BALI

Epes Island of Bali is becoming widely 
known, through much advertising, as a 
tourist resort. It has not been known till 
now, however, as a mission field. Its one 
million and a half of people have been left 
in darkness of Hinduism till now. It is 
the writer’s purpose in this article to brief- 
ly recount a few incidents which have oc- 
curred during the year 1931, the first year 
of modern missionary effort in Bali, and 
also to state a few of the present problems 
which are still before us, and ask your 
2 fia for this island and the people of 
ali. 

1. How Permission was granted for the 
commencement of the work in Bali. 

The Dutch Government, for reasons 
known to themselves, strictly forbid mis- 
sionary work in Bali. It was only after 
praying through in the Name of the Lord 
Jesus that our petition to the Government, 
at least to allow us to place a Chinese mis- 
sionary for work among the Chinese in Bali, 
was granted. At the beginning of 1931, the 
Chinese Foreign Missionary Union rented a 
store to serve as a Gospel Hall in Den Pas- 
ar, the chief city of Bali, and stationed Mr. 
and Mrs. K. F. Tsang there. From the very 
beginning there was encouragement, and 
the people of this little spot on the map, the 
Island immediately east of Java, known as 
Bali, gave heed to the Gospel message. 

When the writer made his first visit to 
Bali about two and a half years ago, after a 
stormy and exceedingly dangerous crossing 
in a native craft from the east coast of 
Java, he deliberately in the Name of the 
Lord Jesus set his feet upon the soil of Bali 
and claimed it for Him. Is it not written, 
“Every place that the sole of your foot shall 
tread upon, that have I given unto you”? 
(Joshua 1:3). 

We felt that with the permission of the 
Government for a Chinese missionary to re- 
side, and work among the Chinese in Bali, 
even though he was prohibited from work- 
ing among the native population, that the 
thin edge of the wedge had been entered, 
and we could now trust Him to work out 
the rest in His own wonderful way. 

2. How the first Gospel Tract was trans- 
lated into Balinese. 

This was not as easy a task as one might 
imagine. At that time there was not one 
Balinese Christian. “There is not one na- 
tive of this island of Bali who is a Chris- 
tian.” This was the proud boast of a young 
Balinese with whom the writer travelled. 
At that time it was all too sadly true. We 
could not dispute the statement with the 
young Hindu, but we did lift up a mighty 
prayer to our Lord Jesus Christ, that the 
boast of the young man would not be true 
for long. Thank God, it is not true now. 
There are at least twenty-six Balinese who 
have been washed in the Blood of the Lamb, 
and who can with their hearts sing the New 
Song, “Worthy is the Lamb that was Slain!” 

Nevertheless, it made the matter of pre- 
paring the first Gospel tract exceedingly 
difficult, the fact that there was not one 
Christian in Bali. We were working on the 
translation of this first tract, trying to get 
somebody to translate it for us, for nearly 
a year before we finally succeeded in get- 
ting it in shape, so that we were persuaded 
that it was safe to print. We had had a 
wholesome lesson on this line in Cambodia 
some years before. When the first leaflet, 


a translation of John three and sixteen, was 
printed in the Cambodian language,—the 
very first real expression of the Gospel to 
those people,—we found to our dismay that 
it read as follows: “For God so loved the 
World, that He gave His only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth 


in Him should 


perish!” How sly and wicked of the Devil 
to try to reverse God’s message to sinful 
man! Needless to say, all of these leaflets 
were destroyed in flames. Thank God for 
the many in Cambodia who today believe 
in the Lord Jesus to the salvation of their 
souls. Now, at this time, when we were 
preparing the first Gospel tract in Bali- 
nese, we feared the same trick of the en- 
emy. The tract was translated by one who 
knew not the Lord Jesus, but it was care- 
fully checked by another, who was a Chris- 
tian from another island, and who knew 
enough of the Balinese language to check 
each sentence of the tract carefully. How 
glad we were when we held in our hand the 
precious manuscript of the first Gospel 
tract for Bali. It was a precious document 
to us. 

3. How the first Gospel Tract in Balinese 
was printed. 

The writer was passing through Batavia 
in his travels, and had half a day before his 
steamer sailed for Singapore. The whole 
time was spent in a search for a printing 
office which could print 10,000 of the Bali- 
nese tract. Again we found it was no easy 
task. Every printing office we tried gave 
the same reply, “We have no Balinese 
type!” In vain we sped in a taxi, our pre- 
cious manuscript in hand, from one office 
to another, but all with the same result, or 
rather with no result. Our time was swift- 
ly passing. Finally we were directed to the 
Government printer. “Yes,” he said, “We 
can print it. We have the type, but we are 
forbidden to do anything but Government 
printing!” “But,” we argued, “This is the 
first Gospel tract in the Balinese language, 
and it is most important!” “Very sorry, 
but it is impossible for us to do the work 
for you.” The Government printer, how- 
ever, gave me the name of one whom he 
thought might be able to do it—a friend of 
his. Away we sped to find our man, only 
to be told that he was not in his office. 


The moments were becoming golden, as we 
must very soon leave for our steamer. Must 
we carry the precious manuscript of the 
first Gospel tract in Balinese away with 
us without handing it to a printer? There 
was nothing more that we could do. We 
left word that when the manager returned 
to his office, to let us know at once, and 
away we went to our hotel to pack our 
things for leaving. As we were about to 
leave the hotel for our Singapore steamer, 
a Dutch gentleman stepped up to us and 
asked who we were. “Yes, my name is 
Jaffray.” “Do you remember me?” he 
asked. “A few years ago I wrote you and 
asked a favor of you. You were good 
enough to send my little boy a fine lot of 
Chinese stamps for his collection. He was 
greatly delighted. As soon as I saw your 
card on my desk, I came without delay in 
my car. I hear you have a Balinese tract 
you want printed. I would like to do it 
for you at cost price. If you can find an- 
other who will do it cheaper than I, then I'll 
reduce my price below his.” I told him that 
I could find no one else at all in Batavia, 
who could do the work. He said he could do 
it, and I quickly handed the precious manu- 
script over to him. He was the man whom 
the Lord had sent to me for this work. 
“Many, many thanks. Thank God! God 
bless you! I’ll send your little boy some 
more stamps some day! I must run for my 
steamer now at once!” 

Later I learned that my friend was un- 
able to do the printing himself, as he did 
not have the correct Balinese type, after 
all. He had to return to his friend, the 
Government printer, and insist that he do 
the work on the Government presses, for it 
was the Government man who had sent me 
to him, and was therefore responsible, he 
said, to carry out the contract! So the 
Government, which prohibits missionary 
work in Bali, printed on their own presses 
the first Gospel tract in Balinese, and this 
against all their rules and regulations! His 
Name is Wonderful!

Rico) ‘El Dia’, ‘El Regionalista’ and by 
fly-sheets. There will be a large crowd 
hearing the Gospel at the service.”

In another report we find the Superin- 
tendent saying, “Some can not understand 
how it is that The Defenders do not try to 
establish permanent centers and erect build- 
ings. Buildings have so grown up around 
the Gospel that most people think of a 
structure instead of the Message when 
Christianity is referred to. It is clear to 
me that the Defender Testimony is the out- 
come of a spiritual consciousness interiorly 
realized, but not worded or circumscribed 
by human machinery. I feel we are ‘a go- 
ing concern,’ true Hebrews. . . . The Chapel 
preaching-points around Guayama are doing 
well under Brother Polanco’s direction; 
many have accepted the Lord of late from 
the witnessing of our trained laymen on the 
south side of the Island. . . . Three theater 
meetings of several days each will be held 
this month. The places are Utuado, Dorado 
and Bajadero. The first two are munici- 
palities, the last a rural district of Arecibo. 
There is a large territory in the Arecibo 
area where Christians have never gone. 
Five Defender Chapels will reach the whole 


of it and we are prayerfully planning for 
its invasion. The Lord is honoring His 
Word wherever we go. 

(Note: Defender Chapels are weekly, in- 
terior preaching-points established among 
the down-trodden people who would never 
hear the Message otherwise. Carefully 
trained laymen preach one night each week 
at every Chapel without expense. They 
serve freely for the love of the Gospel. The 
weather is always warm so all Chapel meet- 
ings are held in the open air. Poor, be- 
nighted people come from all walks of life 
to hear. The overhead expense of a Chapel 
averages about $2.00 per month; $24.00 a 
year. Chapels are established and kept 
operating only as the readers of this maga- 
zine send in their contributions.—Gerald 
B. Winrod.) al ape

lowed two young men whose fathers are 
Chinese and whose mothers are Balinese. 
These are earnest, faithful Christians, and 
they in turn soon witnessed to their Bali- 
nese relatives and friends, and brought 
them to the Gospel Hall. They asked many 
questions, and who can forbid a missionary 
answering questions? Some of them could 
read Malay, and studied the New Testa- 
ment, and later read our first Gospel tract 
in Balinese. They definitely decided to give 
their hearts to the Lord Jesus and accept 
Him as their personal Saviour. They asked 
to be baptized. Who could forbid water 
that these, the first fruits of the little Isle 
of Bali, should be baptized? Now thirty 
have been baptized, of whom twenty-six are 
pure Balinese, and many more are on the 
way. 


And now in closing, Defender Friends, 
let me lay before you a few of our present 
problems. Will you unite with us in earn- 
est, believing prayer? 


1. Please pray that we may be able to 
translate many more of our simple, clear 
Gospel tracts in the Balinese language; 
that the right men may be found for this 
translation work. 


2. Please pray for the next step of great 
importance in this work, the translation of 
the New Testament into Balinese. Luke 
was translated some years ago, but by a 
non-Christian, and therefore is very faulty. 
We want first of all to revise the Gospel 
of Luke, and then go on with the transla- 
tion of the other Gospels and the whole 
Bible. It is a great task for which men and 
money are needed. 


3. Please pray that the right men may 
be chosen to be colporters in Bali, so that 
this little Island may be literally sown down 
with living Gospel seed, and that soon we 
may reap a great harvest. 

4. Please pray that the Lord will solve 
for us the problem of the printing of Gos- 
pel literature is the Balinese language by 
giving us very soon a supply of Balinese 
type. This may cost a considerable sum, but 
it seems absolutely necessary for the es- 
tablishing of the Church of Christ in Bali. 
The Word of God is the Foundation, and a 
Church without this Word cannot be a 
strong Church. We must lose no time in 
preparing the Word of God for these peo- 
ple in their own language. A few of them 
have access, of course, to the Malay Bible, 
but those who read Malay are very few in 
number.

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NOAH'S ARK

66 . SALE—Having decided to 

quit making arks, I will sell at public 
auction, two horses, two bears, two cows, 
two lions, etc., etc.” 


Such was the full page announcement in 
the daily paper the evening before the great 
flood. or some one hundred twenty years 
Noah had been preparing the ark and giv- 
ing warning of an impending flood. But 
there were no visible signs of a coming ca- 
tastrophe and Noah was regarded as rather 
peculiar and anyone who could invent a new 
joke at his expense was well on his way to 
notoriety. The paper also carried a state- 
ment from the weather bureau assuring the 
people that there was not a drop of water in 
sight while the comic section pictured Noah 
on top of the ark, pouring water over the 
edge to make the animals thinking it was 
raining. 

But scoffers and unbelievers are not con- 
fined to Noah’s day, there are many peo- 
ple of our own time who feel that it is an 
impossible story. Many of these, however, 
are led to doubt the fact of the flood 
through pictures that present the ark as 
being about the size of a big barn, black 
dark and air tight. It is our purpose in 
this article to correct this erroneous view 
and show the reasonableness of the ark as 
set forth in the Scriptural account. 

Since it would be some one hundred and 
twenty years from the time the first beam 
was laid until the ark would float, the kind 
of material was of utmost importance. God 
provided for this when He directed Noah 
to construct it out of gopher wood, which 
is somewhat similar to our cyprus and will 
not readily decay. 

“The length of the ark shall be three hun- 
dred cubits, and the breadth of it fifty 
cubits, and the height of it thirty cubits.” 
There are different sizes of cubits, one of 
which was twenty-five inches and another 
eighteen. Since our purpose is to prove the 
possibility of all animals finding room in 
the ark, we will use the smaller cubit. Thus 
the ark was four hundred fifty feet long, 
seventy-five feet wide and forty-five feet 
high. At different times I have taken a 
congregation out of doors to “measure the 
ark”. After having some tell us their idea 
of its length, it is indeed a surprise when 
four hundred fifty feet are measured off. 

“A window shalt thou make to the ark 
and in a cubit shalt thou finish it above.” 
Here is a source of great difficulty to many. 
A window, or light, or open space is to be 
finished a cubit above. Does that mean 
that all of those animals are to secure light 
and ventilation through a small opening in 
the roof only eighteen inches square? Cer- 
tainly such a thing would be impossible. 
Only one dimension of this window is given. 
It is to be eighteen inches and is to be 
placed above. That is, an open space, eight- 
teen inches wide, is to run the entire dis- 
tance around the ark at the top of each 
story, thus giving perfect light and ventila- 
tion to the many thousands of animals 
within. 

“And the door of the ark shalt thou set 
in the side thereof, with lower second and 
third stories shalt thou make it.” The ark 
had three stories, each with a floor space 
four hundred fifty feet long and seventy- 
five feet wide. 

“And of every living thing of all flesh, 
two of every sort shalt thou bring into the 
ark.” Probably the average person would 
have difficulty in recalling one hundred 
species of land animals, yet there are many 
hundreds. It has been estimated that there 
are two hundred and ninety species of land 
animals larger than a sheep. This would 
include such animals as the lion, the bear 
and the cow. There are seven hundred 


al 


fifty-seven different species of land ani- 
mals between a sheep and a rat; such ani- 
mals as the cat, the rabbit and the dog. 
There are thirteen hundred fifty-nine differ- 
ent species smaller than a rat. 

Then there are some ten thousand species 
of birds; two thousand two hundred and 
thirty-one of reptiles and one hundred thou- 
sand insects. 

Noah was to take two of every species of 
the unclean animals and seven of the clean 
into the ark (there are but ten such species 
mentioned in Deut. 14:4) thus we can see 
that he had a great number of living crea- 
tures to provide for. 

Noah entered the ark on the tenth day of 

the second month of his six hundredth year 
and left the ark on the twenty-seventh day 
of the second month of his six hundredth 
and first year; thus they were in the ark 
one year and seventeen days. 
_ Our purpose in this study is to prove that 
it was possible for Noah to put all of the 
animals into the ark and care for them. Let 
us not think that it was necessary for Noah 
to take the largest of the species. There 
was no need for him to take two elephants 
weighing two tons each when younger ani- 
mals would eat less, take less room and be 
better fitted for breeding purposes. 

We have seen that there are many more 
of the smaller animals than there are of the 
larger. The average size of all the ani- 
mals is about that of a common house cat. 
The government regulations, for a chicken 
house, are three square feet for each hen. 
We will give each average-sized animal, 
five square feet since we want to make sure 
that they will have plenty of room. 

We do not know how Noah arranged the 
ark but we will say that he put the animals 
in the lower deck, the food in the second and 
the four families occupied the third story. 

There was thirty-three thousand seven 
hundred fifty square feet of floor space in 
the lower deck making ample room for 
every animal to have one and two-thirds as 
much floor space as present day govern- 
ment regulations and have several thousand 
square feet for the birds, reptiles and in- 


’ sects. 


There was over five hundred thousand 
cubic feet of space in the second story that 
could be packed with food. The thirty-three 
thousand square feet of floor space on the 
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upper deck could have accommodated some 
twenty, five-room bungalows with clothes- 
lines and sidewalks making ample room for 
each family to have their own private quart- 
ers. Of course they lacked the radio to 
make it modern but why worry about that 
when they had a thousand song birds in the 
rafters to sing to them? 

Noah had one hundred twenty years to 
prepare the ark. We will give him forty 
years to cut down the trees, square the tim- 
bers and erect the frame work. We will 
give him another forty years to cut out the 
boards, lay the floors and put on the siding. 
In the next twenty years he could split out 
the shingles and place them on the roof, boil 
down the pitch and apply it within and 
without. One hundred years have passed 
and the ark is ready to float. But there 
are twenty more busy years until the flood. 

“Rooms shalt thou make in the ark.” That 
is, he made stalls for the cows, horses and 
buffaloes; cages for the lions, bears and 
such animals; great apartments where he 
could keep such harmless animals as the 
sheep, deer etc., together; he made hives 
for the bees and coops for the chickens; 
large rooms with pools for the turtles, frogs 
and reptiles to live in their natural environ- 
ment. 

The lower deck was four hundred fifty 
feet long and seventy-five feet wide. We 
will say that he ran a partition down the 
center of the ark, making two spaces four 
hundred fifty feet long and thirty-seven 
feet wide. Then he could run an alleyway, 
five feet wide, down the center of each of 
these sections making four sections, for 
stalls and rooms, four hundred fifty feet 
long and sixteen feet wide arranged so 
Noah and the boys could feed the animals 
from both sides of the alleyways. We will 
give Noah ten years to build these rooms. 

This leaves ten years until the flood but 
they are busy years for Noah for God had 
said, “Take thou unto thee of all food that 
is eaten, and thou shalt gather it to thee”. 
The five hundred thousand cubic feet in the 
second deck could have been partitioned off 
into great rooms where tons of dried fruit 
such as raisins, prunes, etc. were stored; 
other rooms were stored with beans, dried 
corn and peas; there were great bins of 
grain such as wheat, oats and barley, while 
stored in other bins were tons of nuts, 
hickory nuts, walnuts and many other kinds 
of nuts. 

He was commanded to take off ALL food 
that is eaten. A large herd of cows pro- 
vided many tons of cheese; acres of cane 
were made into black strap molasses; there 
were great bins of apples, potatoes, cab- 
bage, and carrots while another room held 
tons of honey. Then the greater part was 
filled with hay, clover hay, timothy hay and 
a dozen kinds of hay we never heard of. 

Noah and his familie: had access to all 
of this great store of goods and in addition 
could have had a different flavor of milk 
every day in the week; cow’s milk on Mon- 
day, buffalo milk on Tuesday, camel’s milk 
on Wednesday and goat’s milk on Thursday. 
Then there were also different varieties of 
eggs; hen eggs on Monday, ostrich eggs on 
Tuesday, goose eggs on Wednesday, etc. 

The great day came. The ark was loaded 
with its precious cargo. Noah walked up 
the gang plank, stepped across the thres- 
hold and into the ark. Probably someone 
called after him, “Hey! Do you want some 
one to help you shut the door?” 

And indeed it may have presented a prob- 
lem to unbelief for it would probably re- 
quire the combined strength of ten men to 
move that door. 

But! Look! The massive structure moves! 
The ponderous door swings round! Unseen 
hands have taken hold and it closes with a 
dull thud. “And the Lord shut him in”. 
Ah—Noah’s faith has won, and he has be- 
come heir of the righteousness which is by 
faith, having prepared the ark to the saving 
of his house because he judged Him faith- 
ful Who had promised. “By faith, Noah.” 
Hebrews 11:7.

with the blood of his fellow man during his 
short journey from the cradle to the grave.” 
While in this contemplative mood the ques- 
tion came to me: “What are the real values 
of life after all?” And then I reflected: 
“Life can not be just a short pathway of 
three score years and ten, a pathway of 
varying lights and shadows ending in obliv- 
ion and darkness,—but at its ending there 
is a turning to the right into the Avenue of 
Light, an Avenue resplendent in the Divine 
Illumination emanating from the true 
Father of Lights in Whom there is no vari- 
ableness neither shadow of turning.” 

Before me just beyond the frontier lay 
Italy—litaly, picturesque in natural beauty, 
famed in history and song and story,—Italy, 
8o little of which I could see with my natur- 
al eye, yet so much with the eye of mind 
and spirit; for I outside the frontier had 
the evidence before me of the greatness of 
the unseen beyond. And the unseen that I 
could see far exceeded in value all that I 
saw. 

Seeing Beyond Mere Physical Values 

And so I often think that just as I could 
see Italy from outside the frontier, so can 
humankind see beyond the frontier of In- 
finity. Man, though he dwell in finite 
spaces, is enveloped in manifestations of 
the Infinite coming from the boundless evi- 
dence of a Master Hand, a Hand ever active 
in man’s Realm of Faith where abide the 
Substance of things hoped for, the Evidence 
of things not seen. 

“The truth shall make you free” is an ex- 
pression so frequently used we accept it as 
an unchallenged axiom, and yet, how very 
few persons know the REAL TRUTH upon 
which this expression is based! “The truth 
shall make you free”, or in more classical 
form: “Veritas vos liberabit” is the motto 
of my old college, Johns Hopkins. While 
there I strove vigorously for the elusive 
freedom, the goal of our energetic search 
for truth, of which our motto was emblem- 
atic. We students thought we were very 
thorough; nothing worth while could escape 
our academic scrutiny, as we estimated the 
profoundness of our research. Yet we 
were not any too profound, for I believe my 
amu was typical of that of my college 
class. 

“The truth shall make you free” only 
when you know it, and to know it you must 
know the way to know it. “ ‘Open the Bible 
and you will find a million surprises” may 
not be literally true. Yet open it at the 
eighth chapter of St. John’s Gospel and read 
the 31st and 32nd verses: 

“Then said Jesus to those Jews which be- 
lieved on Him, if ye continue in my word, 
then are ye my disciples indeed, and ye shall 
- cay 3 the truth and the truth shall make you 
ree. 

Thus we see to earn the freedom which 
truth gives we must know the truth. To 
know the truth we must continue in His 
Word. To be in His Word we must believe 
on Him, and then the truth shall make us 
free. See the sequence of conditions upon 
which knowledge of the truth involves the 
power of liberation. What a tragedy is in- 
volved in the false appraisal so many of our 
institutions of learning make of the only 
proper approach, the Divine approach to 
Truth! What shackles the distortion to 
truth has placed on the lives, the happiness, 
and the hope of mankind! 

So truth can make us free only when we 
know it through knowledge gained through 
continuing in the Word of God. Such 
knowledge is gained from contact with 
spiritual verities. Such knowledge can only 
be gained from a deeper penetration of 
Reality than mere subtle juggling with sur- 
face indications. Freedom is inherent in 
truth gained from spiritual discernment. 

Now, what is spiritual discernment, and 
when does a man have it? How much im- 
portance does a man attach to that sort of 


vision? Men in the offices, in the banks, 
and in the stock exchange strive for mathe- 
matical accuracy. Men in their business 
dealings with their fellow-men rely upon 
the rules of natural law for their conclu- 
sions; for, being natural men, they proper- 
ly rely upon the natural laws of cause and 
effect. In fact, many men of strong in- 
tellectual attainments know little or noth- 
ing about the difference between the natur- 
al man and the spiritual man, many of them 
not so much as knowing there is a spiritual 
man. 
Soul Capacity For Knowing God 

The unusual or the inexplicable to the 
natural man is generally the impossible. 
In his appraisal of values he attaches small 
importance to the fact, if he thinks of it at 
all, that the Real Values are the Unseen 
Values, and they are the things of the Spirit 
of God. We find in I Corinthians 2:14: 
“But the natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God; for they are 
foolishness to him; neither can he know 
them, because they are spiritually dis- 
cerned”, 

The “things of the Spirit of God” to the 
average man are in the mystical intangible 
distance, and are deemed by him unneces- 
sary for his welfare. Here he is not con- 
sistent with his business practice of follow- 
ing up the law of cause and effect, for by 
seeking the “things of the Spirit of God” he 
is but making a deeper analysis of natural 
law by revealing the Ultimate Cause not to 
be found within his intellectual grasp. 
Spiritual revelation has its tap-roots over 
in man’s intellectual sphere of speculation, 
the Encompassing Ocean of Divine Revela- 
tion, in which man’s island empire, his 
realm of reason is situated.

It seems strange and yet it is true that 
many men of intellectual power are entire 
strangers to the spiritual life as a controll- 
ing factor, or even a noticeable factor, in 
their activities. The reason is not far to 
seek. They limit their vision to the natural 
eye and their conclusions to the reasoning 
of the natural mind having limitations with- 
in the scope of the logical or mathematical 
scale of measurement with finite bound- 
aries; and thus they refuse the invitation 
extended to them by the manifold Evidences 
of the Infinite to tap into the Reservoir of 
Faith and draw therefrom their supreme 
inspiration. 

The Good Book tells us that God breathed 
into man’s nostrils the breath of life and he 
became a living soul. What we have here 
is alone the breath of life, itself a Divine 
impartation, for no animal became a living 
soul with the power of believing and ac- 
cepting God’s grace of Salvation to become 
an immortal soul. Man here below has but 
the breath of life, but Eternal Life is his 
under God’s Great Plan to all who believe 
in His Infinite Gift to man. “For God so 
loved the world that He gave His only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” John 3:16.

He must appraise Eternal Values, now but 
evidential in this world, along with material 
or temporal values of which he may possess 
the substance. He must to make this ap- 
praisal reappraise himself. He must have 
a spiritual regeneration. He must in short 
be born again. 

A spiritual appraisal is made by tuning 
into the spirit realm by meditation and com- 
munion with the Great Creator by prayer 
and by placing one’s self in the proper per- 
spective in relation to the Great God and 
Master of us all. Men can make the spirit- 
ual appraisal only by entering the Realm of 
the Spirit and developing the spiritual side 
of their natures. This is not done by the 
hammer and tongs process of the commer- 
cial or intellectual world, by conquest, by 
cunning, by prior cleverness, by superior in- 
tellectual aptitude in a given situation. 
Man obtains a grasp on spiritual values by 
the calming process of communion with the 
Supreme Ruler of the Universe through the 
inner sanctuary of the heart. 

To one who has made his appraisal of 
values by first contrasting the evidences of 
the Infinite in all of their gripping conclu- 
siveness with material things in all of their 
insufficiency,—to one whose _ intellectual 
processes have first registered this contrast, 
and who has then sought out on a spiritual 
plane the evidences of his own place in the 
Great Infinite Plan,—to one who has be- 
come so attuned to spiritual values that he 
realizes with a conclusive finality that there 
is a side to his being not physical, not in- 
tellectual, but spiritual, and that with the 
ears of his spiritual soul he can receive as 
clear and distinct a message from the Su- 
preme Broadcaster as can any listener by 
tuning into the frequency of his favorite 
broadcast station,—to one who knows this 
from spiritual experience there is an im- 
pressive reality to spiritual values. To him 
there is also a clear outstanding contrast 
between the worth-whileness of the urge of 
his spirit for eternal attainments, a part of 
God’s Kingdom, and the craving of the nat- 
ural man for material advancement apart 
from God’s Kingdom. 

Once develop the humility relationship 
toward God, then acknowledge this humility 
unreservedly, but gain the sweet companion- 
ship of the Creator by the quiet, calming 
and convincing process of communion with 
the Infinite, first having removed from ob- 
structing your view through the Heavenly 
Vista all the discords and jangles which 
harass the spirit and put you at variance 
with Eternal Verities,—once develop the 
humility inherent in the contrast between 
Ultimate Power and utter dependence, then 
acknowledge the Infinite Gift of God’s 
Son to man, accept Him as your personal 
Saviour, receive that Peace of God which 
passeth understanding, a Peace which no 
mental process alone can ever fathom, for 
that is spiritual discernment vouchsafed to 
those who have become attuned to the In- 
finite in spirit and in life,—then you be- 
come conscious of being a partaker in the 
Fruits of Immortality. 

“For He shall give His angels charge 
over thee, to keep thee in all thy ways. 

“They shall bear thee up in their hands 
lest thou dash thy foot against a stone.” 
Psalm 91:11, 12.

“Pussyfoot’ Johnson 
; Gives Statistics 











In the old days when Oklahoma was “wild 
and woolly” a man by the name of William 
E. Johnson was sent out by the government 
to enforce the law. Because he was so 
quick and quiet in sneaking up and catch- 
ing criminals, he earned for himself the 
term “Pussyfoot” and somehow captured 
the popular imagination of the country. For 
many years he has been engaged in a cru- 
sade against alcohol, devoting his time 
largely to the Anti-saloon League. Speak- 
ing at a banquet in Washington, D. C. re- 
cently he punctured much vicious, Wet pro- 
paganda and among a great many other 
good things, had this to say: 

“The whisky folks tell us about happy 
France. In proportion to population, the 
arrests for drunkenness in Paris run twice 
what they do in New York City, and yet 
France has been trying to regulate the 
drink traffic ever since the days of Julius 
Caesar. 

“In proportion to population, Quebec has 
three times the number of drink arrests as 
has New York, the wickedest old dump in 
America. Toronto has seven times the num- 
ber of arrests as has New York. In pro- 
portion to population, Stockholm has from 
nine to ten times the drink arrests of New 
York. 

“Old Mother England has been trying to 
regulate the liquor traffic for upwards of a 
thousand years. The British Parliament, in 
history, has enacted more than 300 laws, 
each one designed to regulate the liquor 
business. And yet, year after year, the 
arrests for drunkenness in London run from 
three to four times those of New York. 
Each year, according to official statistics, 
six or eight hundred little babies in England 
are suffocated to death in bed by drunken 
mothers rolling over them in their sleep. 

“Now we find a lot of people in our coun- 
try urging that we lay aside our prohibition 
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system and adopt some of these policies 
that, after a thousand years of effort, pro- 
duce such results.”

Mr. Webb is Superintendent of the Texas 
Anti-Saloon League. He strikes “the nail 
squarely on the head” and says a lot of 
things that need to be shouted from the 
house-tops right now to help stem the ever- 
rising tide of wicked and absurd propa- 
ganda which is rightly branded as “Wet 
Nonsense” in these pages. It will not be 
disputed that the secular press, as a whole, 
has come under the control of men who are 
determined to destroy the Eighteenth 
Amendment.

XIII Gravitation 

The discovery of this 
great force and the law 
governing its action has

Gravitation is a great and universal law 
of nature, and we are unconsciously goy- 
erned by it in almost every thing we do.

Palestine for the Jews 











Once a year the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion gives Jews everywhere a chance to con- 
tribute something to help rebuild the Jewish 
National Home in Palestine. Last month 
when the annual meeting was held in New 
York, American Jews reminded themselves 
that ten years have rolled around since the 
United States Congress took official notice 
of the Zionist program. It was a good 
time, they felt, to take inventory and check 
up on the developments of the decade. 

It was officially announced that the 
American quota this year would be $2,500,- 
000 of which one million is to be raised 
among Jews in New York City. 

Some of the accomplishments of the past 
ten years were summed up as follows: Zion- 
ism has spent $220,000,000 since 1931 of 
which $100,000,000 has come from the 
United States. The Palestine Electric Cor- 
poration has been built to supply practical- 
ly all of Palestine with electricity except 
Jerusalem. Agricultural experimental sta- 
tions have been established. A clean all- 
Jewish city, Tel Aviv, of 46,000 population 
exists in the Holy Land today. The Gener- 
al Mortgage Bank of Palestine has been es- 
tablished. New hotels and hospitals have 
been erected. Palestine’s population has in- 
creased from 60,000 to 175,000. There are 
328 Jewish schools. Hebrew University has 
been founded in Jerusalem. Many another 
achievement was reported. The World 
President of the Zionist Movement is 
Nahum Sokolow; he speaks twelve lan- 
guages. 

Meanwhile, prophetic students know that 
“The fig-tree” is budding.

in 1864. The Second International was 
called six years after his death in Paris in 
1889. But it was not until the Third Inter- 
national in March, 1919, in Moscow that 
Communism really became a world menace. 
It was Marx who coined the pet phrase of 
Communists everywhere, “Religion is opium 
to the people.” 

From Moscow the world-wide revolution- 
ary forces are being directed. They are 
bent on the overthrow of all religion and 
every system of government. Concentrat- 
ing first upon one part of the world, then 
another, they are constantly active with 
their propaganda. It is well known that 
Red Russia’s deliberate plan of “dumping” 
cheap goods on the markets of the world 
had much to do with bringing about the 
present state of financial collapse, thus stir- 
ring up the masses. From Moscow in 1922 
the strikes among United States workers 
were directed and it will never be exactly 
known how near the country was to a per- 
manent revolution. Reds have bored into 
labor groups everywhere. Statesmen know 
that the Communist leaders are concentrat- 
ing on America once more as the logical na- 
tion for the next governmental turn-over. 
Communism is a deliberate, Godless, de- 
structive scheme with a revolutionary pro- 
gram as big as the world!

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First Meeting In India

It was wonderful! It was our first visit 
to an Indian village where we were to take 
part and to speak in Marathi. As we drove 
out the twenty miles, we were simply 
thrilled at the prospect before us and our 
hearts were bubbling over with the joy of 
the Lord. We had arranged, Willamine 
Rader and myself, to go out to visit some of 
the villages, with a very fine Indian Chris- 
tian. He was our first pandit and we be- 
came very interested in him and in his work. 
His name is Mr. Gordi, and he has charge 
of ten or twelve villages, all his work is 
supported by Indians. We drove to his 
home where he joined us. 

The village he had chosen for us to visit 
was just a mile or so from there. Upon 
arriving at this particular village, we left 
the car and after walking about a hundred 
feet or so, we came into the centre of the 
village. An Indian village of some twenty 
or thirty huts, more or less all grouped to- 
gether, without much system or planning, 
just squatted any place. In the midst of this 
village we met a few men, they were sitting 
talking, perhaps settling the affairs of the 
nation—they are always much in evidence 
and always have ample time for conversa- 
tion. 

Willamine produced her accordion and af- 
ter playing a few bars, we noticed some 
heads, then people appearing from numer- 
ous huts. Some came running up to us im- 
mediately, others preferred to keep their 
distance, and others still, after looking us 
over, apparently did not approve of us and 
withdrew into their huts again, or con- 
tinued their working. We had quite a good 
number however and Mr. Gordi explained 
to them why we had come. We sang for 
them and then Mr. Gordi asked us to speak. 
I had pictured myself sitting in one of these 
huts and speaking to one or two women, and 
to have to speak to even these comparative- 
ly few quite took away my breath. How- 
ever, I finally launched forth and spoke for 
a few minutes. I couldn’t say a great deal, 
but I was anxious that the few words that I 
did say would make clear to them that God 
loved them, that Jesus Christ paid the pen- 
alty for their sins, that the sacrifice was 
complete and that there was no need for 
further atonement for sin: that Jesus 
awaited entrance into their hearts, and

those who trusted Him would become sons 
and daughters of God. Wiiiamine spoke of 
Jesus as the Light of the world, and of how 
we all are in darkness until we come to 
know Him, Who is Light. Mr. Gordi, after 
each of our messages, took up the thread of 
our thought and enlarged upon it and made 
it clearer to them. This, of course, was 
most necessary and we were glad to have 
him with us to so wonderfully help us. 


We were both most conscious of our 
awful inefficiency, with the strange new 
language, but we were thrown back com- 
pletely on the Lord, and we believe that He 
can bring forth Life, through those few 


poorly spoken words. After the little meet- 
ing some of the women gathered about us 
and we tried to converse with them. I think 
that the conversation proved to be more or 
less of a monologue. I tried to say some- 
thing to them, but as I didn’t get much of 
what they said, they finally gave up and 
left me say my say. They said they un- 
derstood a little of what I said, which is 
somewhat encouraging at least. However, 
with even so little understanding of one an- 
other there was ‘much joy and delight in the 
giving forth of the glorious Message.

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Russians Turned Christian 
By Rev. John Kurcit 
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From all parts of the province our mis- 
sionaries gathered for three weeks at 
Rezekne in the heart of Latgalia for confer- 
ence and Bible study. Latgalia is plunged 
in the darkness of paganism and supersti- 
tion, and lies on the border of Soviet Russia. 
There were more than forty present. Meet- 
ings were held every night and study class- 
es during the day. Many souls were con- 
victed and awakened. Tears of penitence 
soon changed into tears of joy as forgive- 
ness was sought and obtained through the 
merits of Christ. 

Never have I seen such desire and hunger 
for the Word of God. Never have I wit- 
nessed such a spirit of prayer. If our 
American and Canadian friends could have 
been present they would have praised God 
for every cent invested. With tears in their 
eyes, the delegates expressed their grati- 
tude to all who had so faithfully supported 
them across the sea. Everywhere the peo- 
ple are crying for the Gospel and the pros- 
pects are bright indeed. 

Missionary Antamis, who is laboring in 
Latgalia, reports strong opposition from 
the Catholics. But in spite of the persecu- 
tion the people are thirsting for God. Scores 
of children are being reached, besides adults. 

Missionary Bucholcs tells of a man who 
left a rope at the hall with which he had 
planned to hang himself. Many have been 
awakened and several saved. 

Missionary Jegorovs labors on the Rus- 
sian Border where the opposition of the 
priests is terrible. At one meeting all the 
people were arrested but later released. 

Missionary Lielmez has had wonderful 
success in spite of Catholic opposition. 

Missionaries Nagla, Papeluk, Sinacevski, 
Silin, Bukstins and Vecmanis report huge 
crowds and tell of many drunkards hearing 
the Gospel. The meetings last for three 
hours. Even the prisoners have become in- 
terested. 

Missionaries Ermanis, Freiverts, and 
Gudze téll of preaching to 2,000 people and 
of many praying for salvation. 

Missionary Laze tells of a former enemy 
of the Gospel dying a saved man. Before 
death he called his neighbors to his room 
and was reconciled to them. He was thor- 
oughly converted. His one regret was that 
he could not live to serve the Lord. He died 
with a smile on his face. 

Missionary Zalitis reports the conversion 
of a drunkard and an adulterer, who hav- 
ing been convicted and saved, forsook the 
profligate women and returned to his wife 
and children. Today with his whole family 
he is attending the services. Praise the 
Lord! A young woman came to the meet- 
ing to ridicule. She was a Communist and 
hated religion. But God convicted her and 
she promised to yield her life to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Three precious: souls have 
been definitely saved. 

Missionary Plakans tells of great bless- 
ing, people coming in crowds as never be- 
fore. He states that the opposition is 
strong. But God is overruling and great 
victories have already been won. 

For nearly two years now we have been 
laboring on the Soviet Border of Russia and 
though the work has been hard it has cer- 
tainly been abundantly worth while. Many 


hundreds have been definitely saved, others 
convicted and thousands have heard the 
Gospel. Our missionaries are absolutely 
devoted. God has marvelously used them. 
Let us not fail in such an hour. The har- 
vest is still plenteous and also the laborers. 
We are trusting for the funds necessary for 
the carrying on of this great work.

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JOHN HUSS --- A 
Defender of the Faith 








About the year 1380 there was born in 
the little village of Husinecz, Southern Bo- 
hemia, a boy who was destined to become a 
heroic figure. His name was John Huss. 
Today, in the public square of the city of 
Prague, there may be seen an imposing 
monument erected to his memory. He, like 
many of the other early reformers, went 
through martyrdom. Fires were being 
started in these early days which were not 
to blaze forth in divine conflagration until 
one hundred years later. It was men like 
John Huss who paved the way for the com- 
ing of Luther. 


Little is known of the parentage of Huss 
but it is evident that he came from a fam- 
ily of the upper classes because of the edu- 
cational advantages which he had. In 1398 
we find him entering upon his studies to 
earn the degree of bachelor of divinity in 
the University of Prague. He proved to be 
a brilliant student and became popular be- 
cause of his sterling qualities of honesty 
and high sense of honor. Even his enemies 
were never known to make a single charge 
against his character. He lived an exemp- 
lary life. 


The April Defender told the story of John 
Wyclif, the great preacher of England, 
who dared to defy the powers of the Church 
in his determined effort to translate the 
Bible into the English language. He knew 
that only an open Bible could release the 
masses from the bondage of superstition 
and ignorance. Wyclif not only shook 
England but all Europe as well. The year 
1402 finds John Huss pastor of a Catholic 
church in Prague and though honored by 
everyone as a good man, yet the leaders of 
the Church are seen fighting him becatze 
of his support of John Wyclif’s ideas. 
Rome’s machinery is soon set to going full 
blast against him. The power of the “Pro- 
testers”—Protestants—is increasing every 
passing day and finally the Archbishop of 
Prague gets permission from the Pope not 
only to destroy the writings of Wyclif but 
to punish all who aid in their dissemination. 
This of course included Huss. But Huss 
completely ignored the instruction of the 
Church and carried his appeal directly to 
the people. From that time on he was a 
marked man. 


Church officials branded him a heretic. 
He was excommunicated and said to be 
worthy of death. He retired to his native 
village but from his pen there pours forth a 
never ceasing stream of books and letters. 
Being ordered to appear before the Council 
at Constance, Huss asked the king to pro- 
tect him against acts of physical violence. 
Despite assurances from the monarch he 
was thrown into prison without trial. There 
he languished for a season, liberty being of- 
fered only on the grounds that he should 
publicly recant. Bohemian nobles pleaded 
that he be given a fair, legal trial but with- 
out success. His unpardonable sin against 
the Church was his belief that the people 
were entitled to the Word of God. 


The fatal day came. In the presence of 
the Pope’s emisarries. John Huss knelt 
and prayed, “May thy infinite mercy, O my 
God, pardon this injustice of mine enemies.” 
Just before his execution his books were 
burned in front of the Church at Constance 
and he was called, “The leader of the here- 
tics.” The Duke of Bavaria gave him a 
last opportunity to recant before applying 
the torch but John Huss answered, “I never 
preached any doctrine of evil, and what I 
taught with my lips, I now seal with my 
blood.”
